Foreign Aid 
Bill Is 
Cut Again

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House, ignoring a plea by Presi- 
dent Johnson, has slashed an- 
other $370-mUlion-plus from the 
foreign aid authorization bill, 
leaving $1.994 billionfor the pro- 
gram. 


It was the first time the au- 


thorization has fallen below $2 
billion 
and with this big cut

A— No. A plant can release 


at most 10 milligrams of car* 
bon dioxide per gram of dry 
weight per hour and consumes 
seven milligrams of oxygen in 
the same period— an infinitesi- 
mal amount, The nurse who 
enters the sickroom and re- 
moves the plant contributes 
more carbon dioxide and uses 
more oxygen in that brief 
period than the plant would if 
left in the room all night.

Into Thin Air 


Violet kept a valuable brooch in 


a jewel box, to which her maid had 
easy access. One day the maid 
suddenly left town. And immedi- 
ately afterward, Violet discovered 
that the brooch was missing too. 


But when she put in a claim 


tinder her theft insurance-policy, 
the company refused to pay off. 


"It's true she is covered for theft," 


conceded the company in a court 
test. "But she has no solid proof of 
any theft, The police never did 
locate the maid for questioning." 


Nevertheless, the court upheld 


Violet's claim. The judge said the 
disappearance of the brooch, plus 
the additional circumstance of the 


maid's hasty departure, was enough 
indication that a theft had indeed 
taken place. 


Such circumstantial evidence is 


often sufficient to establish an in- 
surance claim for theft. In fact, 
under many modern policies, you 
are protected also against "mysteri- 
ous disappearance"—even if there 
are no additional 
circumstances 


pointing to theft. 


Take this case: 
A movie patron, after washing 


up in the men's rest room, absent- 
mindedly left his gold ring on the 
wash basin. By the time he remem- 
bered and came back for it, the 
ring had vanished into thin air. 


Here there were no clues at all 


to the fate of the ring. Nevertheless, 
the loss was held collectible under 
a "mysterious disappearance" clause. 
The court pointed out that, al- 
though the man knew where he had 
left the ring, there was mystery us 
to what happened to it afterward. 


On the other hand, disappear- 


ance alone—with nothing puzzling 
about it—is usually not covered by 
theft insurance. Thus; 


A housewife 
noticed that her 


diamond ring was missing from her 
finger, shortly after she had been 
struggling to unclog the garbage dis- 
posal. In this case, a court ruled 
that she could not collect for "mys- 
terious disappearance." The judge 
said it was pretty obvious that she 
had simply lost the ring down the 
drain. 


Of course, you can buy protec- 


tion for even an ordinary, non- 
mysterious loss. But if you want 
that broader kind of coverage, you 
should make that clear to your in- 
surance counselor at the time you 
take out a policy.

fleeted to. each house agreeing 
thereto: 
That the following is hereby 


proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors 
of the State for 


approval or rejection at the next 
general election for Representa- 
tives and Senators, if a majority 
of the electors voting thereon, at 
such 
an election, adopt 
such 


amendment, the same shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution 
of the State of Arkansas, to wit: 


SECTION 1. That Section 28 of • 


Article VII of the Constitution of 
the State of Arkansas is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


"Section 28. (a) The county 


judge shall be'the administrative 
officer of. the county, and in his 
capacity as county administrator 
the county judge shall, in the 
manner provided by law; approve 
the disbursement of money for 
county purposes; supervise the 
construction, 
maintenance 
and 


improvement of county roads and 
bridges, county buildings 
and 
other county improvement; make 
contracts, purchases and sales in 
behalf of the county; and, per- 
form such additional duties as ad- 
ministrative officer of the county 
as may be prescribed by law. The 
General Assembly shall enact laws 
rct|uirinfi each county judge to 
furnish a surety bond of a cor- 
porate surety company authorized 
to do business in this State, in 
such amount as may be deter- 
mined by Jaw, for the faithful per- 
formance and accounting of all 
duties imposed upon the county 
judge as county administrator. 
Any person aggrieved by any act 
or omission of the county judge, 
acting in his capacity as county 
administrator, may appeal to the 
circuit court of the county, and 
from the action of the circuit 
court may appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 


(b) In addition to his duties as 


administrative officer of the coun- 
ty, the county judge shall be the 
judge of the county court. The 
county court shall nave jurisdic- 
tion with respect to the internal 
improvement and local concerns 
of the respective counties, except 
with respect to those duties of 
the county judge as the adminis- 
trative officer of the county as 
provided in sub-section (a) of this 
section, as may be provided by 
law.(c)

by law, jurisdiction and duties of

James 
Earl Ray, 
handcuffed 


and wearing what appeared to 
be a bullet * proof vest, was 
whisted into the Shelby County 
jail before dawn today to await 
trial on a charge of murdering 
Dr. Martin Luther KingJr. 


Ray was placed in his cell at 


the jail at 4:34 a.m. CDT, 46 
minutes after he arrived at the 
nearby Momphls Naval Air Sta- 
tion aboard a U.S. Air Force 
Boeing jet transport from Lon- 
don. He had left London about 
midnight—6 p.m. CDT—so that 
the entire trip took about Itf/j 
hours. 


From the Navy base, a blue* 


and-white prison van, surround- 
ed by a half-dozen police cars 
and an equal number of motor- 
cycles, roared into the parking 
lot behind the jail building at 
4:29 a.m. CDT. 


No newsman was allowed to 


see Ray, but Sheriff William 
Morris distributed photographs 
of the prisoner showing him 
dressed in what the sheriff told 
a news conference was "protec- 
tive gear." He appeared to be 
dressed in a bullet-proof vest 
and he was handcuffed to a 
heavy leather belt. 


"We took custody of Mr. Ray 


at 3:48 a.m. aboard a Boeing707 
at Mtllington," Uie sheriff said, 
referring to the Navy base at 
suburban Millington. "He ar- 
rived at the jail at 4:29 a.m. and 
was in his cellat4:349" 


The sheriff 
said 
Criminal 


Court Judge W. Preston Battle 
has been chosen to hear the 
murder trial, but "no courtroom 
has been selected for the trial 
yet." He added that no date for 
arraignment on the murder in- 
dictment has been set; 


There was speculation that 


Ray may be tried in a basement 
courtroom at the Jail-courthouse 
building, so that he would never 
have to leave the jail. 


Judge Battle already has is- 


sued his first order in the case, 
the sheriff said. This forbids 
cameras, tape recorders or oth- 
er similar devices from the 
courthouse-jail 
building, 
its 


grounds or sidewalk surround- 
ing the structure—and forbids 
anyone connected with the case 
from giving interviews or other- 
wise discussing the case outside 
the courthouse or with anyone 
but lawyers connected with the 
case. 


As photographers took Morris' 


picture during the news confer- 
ence, the sheriff went on to ex- 
plain that the "no publicity" or- 
der would go into effect immedi- 
ately after the news conference. 


The van carrying Ray to the 


jail was preceded by another 
police car loaded with the offic- 
ers who immediately Jumped out 
spending to an ultimatum by 
deputies who had taken up sta-

U.S. Patrol 
Boat Seized 
by Cambodia 
SAIGON (AP) - The Cambo- 


dian navy was reported today to 
have seized an American patrol 
boat in the Mekong Delta and 
arrested 11 Americans and one 
South Vietnamese aboard. 


U.S. military authorities in 


Saigon confirmed that a Navy 
landing craft was missing In the 
delta but said it had 10 Ameri- 
cans aboard. There was no men- 
tion of any South Vietnamese 
passenger. It was assumed to be 
the boat which a newspaper in 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, said was seized a mile 
inside Cambodian river waters. 


American authorities said the 


missing landing craft left Dong 
Tarn, a base near the delta city 
of My Tho, on July 15 and head- 
ed up river for Binh Thuy, an- 
other base just up river from 
Can Tho, the delta's largest 
city. The trip up the Mekong 
and Bassac rivers and across 
major canal should have taken 
two days, but the boat did not 
arrive on the night of July 17. 


U.S. headquarters 
said a 


search for the past two days 
had faneu iu produce any trace 
of the boat. 


It was assumed tliat the Unit- 


ed States would send Cambodia 
a request for return of the boat 
and its crew, using the Austra- 
lian Embassy in Phnom Penh 
as the channel. Australia has 
represented U.S. interests in 
Cambodia since Prince Noro- 
dom 
Sihanouk, 
Cambodia's 


chief of state, broke relations 
with Washington In 1965. 


In the course of the Vietnam 


war, several small American

science specialist William Hines 
said today Navy vessels have lo- 
cated the Scorpion in one of the 
deepest parts of the Atlantic. He 
attributed his information to a 
highly reliable source.

A spokesman, who said he 


had checked with Atlantic Fleet 
headquarters In Norfolk, added, 
"They have found no parts or 
pieces of the Scorpion."
